Hale and wifo. who havo boon under 
arrest hero siuco Monday, charged ^with slcal- 
ing jewolry from tho stores of O. L. Itoson- 
krauz & Co., and Stanley it Camp, is ono of 
tho 
most peculiar and 
pi'/iablo in 
tho 


annals of crime. Until September of last yor.r 
Halo was tho trusted manager of the Chicago 
clearing-house. Ho is of good family, and 
moved in tho highest circles of that city. Ho 
lost his clearing-house position because of tho 
scandal growing out of his second marriage to 
tho woman who is now under arrest here. 
Jn 


1S7S his house in Chicago was robbed by a 
celebrated burglar, Mike Weaver, of jewelry 
and lacca to'tho value of $4,000. 
After Weav- 


er's conviction of the crime, Halo visited him 
in jail, and "Weaver told Halo that Mrs. Woav- 
or, who was then in Michigan, conUl probably 
get tho property back for him. 
Hale opened 


corresponduneo with Mrs. "Weaver, :unl recov- 
ered the property. Hale and his,funnel1 wifo, 
an invalid, woro so nmch impressed with (ho 
apparent houosty of Mrs. Weaver that they 
invited her to thoir house, and sho was finally 
established there as the trusted friond of Mrs. 
Halo. Mrs. Weavornursod Mrs. Hah; Miron;,'h 
her dying illness, and was afterward rcLainod 
by Halo as housekeeper.

ried her. 
Aftor 
marrying 
Halo sho was 


charged with robbing a jewelry stoiv, Imt tho 
iiffair was compromisod.

Halo's 
infatuation for the woman knew no bounds. 
So great WUH bis confidence in ber that she had 
been down to his oflico at tho clearing-house, 
and had held in her hands paekngos of money 
and securities amounting to fully S:J'JU,(K)0—a 
statement which may make the hftiro:' some 
of tho careful Chicago bankers -stand on or.d 
when they rolled on tho rink '.hut they nar- 
rowly escaped, for undoubtedly, hud Mrs. 
Weaver been so minded, she could 
have 


marched off with an amount of money winch 
would havo caused thorn many a heartache. 
In addition to tho business-like administration 
of t!»i household, sho had taken 'excellent earo 
of tho children, who loved hor devotedly, and 
who know her only as their aunt. 


After his arrest here, Mr. Hale was, of 


course, extremely nervous, but willingly ac- 
ceded to tho request for a private interview, 
which WHS arranged for through the courtesy 
of Chief Watson.

smoked a cigar with the reporter, gradually 
overcame his nervousness and told bin story 
as clearly as possibly could be expected imde'r 
the circumstances. leaving out thy story »f 
the old troubles, which arc detailed in another 
placo, his statement is as follows: 


"You know my history and the story of my 


former troubles. I ought to say at tirst that 
I was married to tho lady last May.

Each timo 
however, on mv second visit there was » 
change, and I failed. I have lived an honest 
life, but no ono would help rue to continue it. 
Things kept getting worse andwovso. Wo luul 
to leave, and wont to Kouoshn. There wore 
days whon there was not a crust of bread iu 
tho house. Wo wore utterly hopeless, but 
still wo were honest." 


'•Why did you come to Milwaukee?" 
'•Mr. Bigolow, of the First National bank 


here, had given mo hopes of employment, 
i'cstorday—no, 
Monday—my God, havo 1 


lost track of the days!—Monday I came u;> 
hero with my wifo." Sho carried her shawl 
and wore the sealskin. 
After I hud seen Mr. 


liigolow wo wont to tho Nowhall house to- 
gether for dinner. 
In tlie afternoon I went 


to see about employment again, and left her 
to go to tho train alone. When I got to tiio 
depot she refused to apeak to i:ie, gave 
me a wave of tho hand and said, 'Don't 
speak to mo.' 
I thought it was a fam- 


ily jar, believing sho felt huffy ovuv my bo- 
ing late to tho train. 
Sho went, to ono end 


of tho car, and I dropped into a seat at tho 
other and of tho car. .1 noticed two mfn 
speaking about her, and became interested. 
When tho train arrived at Elizabeth street I 
saw sho was taken off. I was completely be- 
wildered. In an instant it ilashe'd over mo 
that iu some way tho old trouble had been re- 
vived.

terview closed, and went back to his cell with 
bowed head and trembling hands. He saifl lio 
had boen well treated by me police authorities, 
and believed thev were only holding him until 
tho matter Tvas cleared up. 
Ho waa confident 


that lie would lie ultimately relascA and per- 
sisted in his denial of all. 


Mrs. Hale was brought from her coll to the 


chief's private ollice, whoro a reporter had a 
lengthy interview with her. She showed 
plainlj- tho evidence of her recent troubles.. 
Her face was careworn, her eyes were rod 
with tears, and her bosom heaved with con- 
vulsive sobs and gasps as she related her 
truly touching and pathetic story. 
With uons 


of the determined silence displayed whon tho 
reporter last saw ber in tho county jail in 
Chicago, she talked as freely as ber sobs and 
emotion would permit. 


"There is nothing for inn to say," she began 


iu a low tone, "except 
that I have fallen. 


I am guilty, and I must take the conscqucncea. 
I have dono wrong, and 0, houf I repent it! 
Most of all I feel for my husband. 
Ho was 


just on the point of getting employment, and 
now I have brought him down agu'in. I hope 
whon ho get.i out of that he will cut loose 
from mo and never attempt to »oe mo again. 
II is worse to bavo a wife bring a husband 
down than to have the husband lower the wife. 
Ihave s»»ju both. My firs; husband drank him- 
self to dualli. My second husband wits terri- 
ble. 
Did you never know his business? 
He 


told mo liu was on tho board of trade. Theu 
he told mo ho played cards to excuse his bo- 
ing out ni'-lits. 1 thought that was terrible, 
but when Miko Weaver was arrested for burg- 
lary I was almost insane. I ran out of the 
hunso without it phvco to go. I was beside 
myself. For two days I wandered around, 
and two nights I slept in the open 
woods 


north of Lincoln park. Then I walked down 
to the police station and asked Chief Seavey 
f ho wanted mo. Ho did not. and I was 
free, but I was just as much homeless. I 
niDt Mrs. Ha'.o, and was a friend to her. Mtor 
sho died I was faithful to her children, and 
began to bo happy, until that other trouble 
came. 
Until that came we wcro happy, and 


lived a quiet, honest, upright, virtuous life. 
Yi'hen that trouble camo everything darkened 
again. 
Wo had.*iot a cunt in the world. When 


Mr. Halo left tho clearing-house wo had 
just S~. First Mr. Hale's watch was sold, 
then I pawned my sealskin, then my shawl 
went. 
There was no work for either of 


us. 
I have been thirty-six hours without 


a morsel of food, and have gone without 
breakfast, dinner and supper to givo the 
two children a Uttlo supper, a hit of broad 
and milk. In spito of all I was honest, and 
never fultjoven tempted to do wrong. I had 
to sell tho watch which Mrs. Halo . left mo in 
her will. 
Everything was gono. 
When wo 


came up hero yesterday I had some money 
which belonged to my'mother. I owed hor 
moru, and aho was pressing me for it 
I was passing a jewelry-store 
when 
I 


sav,- tho beautiful things there. 
I went in, 


and the impulse to steal camo over, me in a 
minutoJ I fooncd tho plan as I stood at the 
coiintei1, and I took tho pins. 
Whon I saw 


how easy it was I tried another placo. I only 
look things fi'oni two places.

In conclusion, Mrs. Hale announced hor in- 


ti!ii!io:i (if pleading guilty. 
Mho was resigned 


t,i ir.iprioonmcut, and was nnxioiu only about 
Iho fiitur u!' her husband. 


Mr. and .Mrs. Halo have bcim living in ICen- 


oslm in ti little ro;nu, without a carpel on tho 
ibor, liinl have been but litllo knnwn in tho 
place. The daughter of Mr. Hale is ut school 
m Koclifiird, and the bos- J'.obi.Tt, is living tit 
Konosha 
with Mrs. '.Smith, Mr*. 
Halo's

Ho was 
iho son of Joc-1 Weed, a carman, and was named 
Edward Thurlow, after Edward Lord Thur- 
low, but tho Kdward was soon dropped. Whou 
about 10 years of ago, ho became a cabin-boy 
on board a sloop. • 'Ho learned to set type in 
the oft'icie of Stiuiky Crosswell atCatstill. Dur- 
ing tho war of 1SIJ young Wood was in the 
army, having enlisted in a Herkimer county 
regiment trader Col 1'otrio in 1S1U. He wus 
shortly afterward made .quartermaster Bur- 
geant, and spent several months in camp life at 
Saokott's llarboi', N. V. 
After tho war ho 


was employed in various oflicea in Frauklm 
square and" Peaii street iu Now York, at ono 
time being a fallow-workman with James 
Harper, tho lain head of tho great publishing 
house.' In April, ISIS, Mr. Weed married Miss 
Catharine M. Ostrandor, of Coopcratown, N. 
Y., a woman of remarkably good s'enso and 
prudence, industry, ivligioua principles, and 
domestic habits. Hia iirst connection' with 
the press as an editor was in Chcnangocounty, 
where he started The Wookly llopublicau Ag- 
riculturist in December, ISIS. It was Cliuto- 
niau in politics, and supported tho project of 
constructing the Erie canal. 
In 18121 ho 
purchased 
an 
interest in Tho Manlius 


Times, which ho sold out a year or two later. 
Going to Bochoster ho secured the position of 
assistant editor on Tho Rochester Telegraph. 
In 1SU4 ho represented tho city of Rochester in 
tho state legislature.: During his service in 
tho.legislature ho displayed tho- skill>for po- 
litical manipulation whfch characterized his 
after-life, 
lloturning to Koc'hostor ho became 


editor and' half owner of Tho Telegraph, 
whoso circulation and influence was steadily 
increasing. Tho mysterious disappearance of 
Captain William Morgan, aud tho anti-Masonic 
craze which • followed tho alleged Masonic 
murder suddenly became important factors 
in Mr. Wood's "life.

Mr. Wood's tact as a party 
managor and his services in 182U iu securing 
the election of DoWitt Clinton as governor, 
suggested him as a competent person to op- 
pose tho "Albany regency, composed of such 
men as Vim Huron, Wright, Marcy, Dix, Flagg 
and other loading mom-bora of the Democratic 
party, which, with Tho Alb.any Argus aa the 
organ, was the controlling power, and Tho 
Albany Evening Journal was established with 
Wood aa editor. There was a growing opposi- 
tion to tho rogoncy and the Jackson adminis- 
tration, and the -political problem was to coni- 
bino tho scattered dlomoula. To this work, in- 
volving many months of consultations and jour- 
ueyings, Weed addressed himself, and by tho 
spring of 18S4 tho nucleus of tho now party, 
called tho Whig, had been formed.

In 1ST,! he was 
sent to Europe by President Lincoln in a semi- 
diplomatic capacity. 
Ou hia return from Eu- 
rope inlSfti the gratitude of Nfcw York for 
what ho had douo for his country took tho 
shape of a formal presentation to him of tho 
freedom of the city, and several of his inure 
intimate friends united in presenting him with 
a coatly.memorial in silver, which is one of 
Hie most precious heirlooms-in tho familv. 


In January, ISio, Mr. Weed dissolved his 


connection with The Albany Journal, both as 
editor and proprietor. During tho summer 
f.nd autumn of ISOli tho rebellion assumed an 
J.spect .which occasioned Mr. Wood great so- 
Mcifujdo. The. consc-quonco was that he .worked 
out a plan, after long reflection, by tlio adop- 
tion of which no believed tho war could not 
only be more vigorously prosecuted, but speed- 
ily ended. Ho went "to Washington and laid 
the plan before tho president, but it wns not 
adopted, bince tho close of the war Mr. Weed 
lias lived in Now York, and for a time edited 
The;Commercial .Advertiser.

In 
ISiJ ho returned to active politics for a brief 
time, and secured the nomination of Clou.

Tho Snsubm OT ms seiocuuu wu.a 
demonstrated by the triumphant election of 
the whole- Republican ticketv Oil March -23, 
1830, he once more asstmed'the -editorship -of 
The Journal—for one dav—on the occasion of 
the celebration of the fiftieth anniversary of its 
foundation. 
He leaves three daughters, Mra. William 


Barnes, of Albany, N. Y.; Mrs. James Alden, 
of Morriaania, N. Y., and Miss Harriet Weed, 
who haa been his constant companion since 
the death of his wife, about thirty years ago.

an estate estimated at over 


31,000,000.

Ho fools positive that at this time the pooplo 
in Itobinsou's place could have escaped had 
they tried, and ho Hays that ho then supposed 
they had all escaped, us hu had been BO in- 
formed.

White of the 
Skinner truck says that tho ladders woro in 
first-class condition, aud that his entire com- 
mand .devoted all their onorgios to save tho 
people, and only struggled with tho fire when 
every person waa out of tho building. Ho 
raised all hia ladders to the building imme- 
diately on arrival, aud only when ho found 
thoy woro short did ho order the truck to bo 
raised. The general opinion expressed at the 
lire department headquarters is that the whole 
mishap was owir.g to tho neglect of tho owner 
of the unilding in not providing suitable means 
of escape, auu also that a deal of unnecessary 
time was lost by some person in attempting to 
extinguish tho flro, instead of sounding au 
alarm immediately.

A Novel »'olf Trap. 


Siberian wolves, are caught in various 


ways, sometimes by poisoned bait, aud 
again by traps. One of the commonest 
kinds of traps now in USB is a large cir- 
cular pon, surrounded by a high wooden 
fence. 
Outside of this fence is another 


similar ono, perhaps two or three feet 
distant from the first, and running en- 
tirely around it. la the canter, of the 
pen is placed a live deer or pig. 
In. the 


outer fence is a small opening, the door 
of which, swing inward, is left conven- 
iently and seductively open. Tho wolf 
seeats the live bait in the center of the 
pen, and after vainly endeavoring to leap 
over tho protecting harrier and got at it, 
finds tho door standing open, and at 
once enters in. The passage between 
the inner and outer fence is wide enough 
to allow him to move ahead comfortably, 
hut is too narrow to admit of his turning 
about. 


Once in, he must keep going straight 


ahead, and very naturally thinking that 
in this direction lies his prey, ho presses 
on, licking his chops in anticipation, of a 
rich feast. 
Having completed the circle 


of his pen, he arrives at his starting point 
and finds his further progress completely 
barred by the door which still stands 
open as when ho entered.. Pushing 
against'this, he shuts it close in order to 
get by, aud has effectually made himself 
prisoner. Then the crafty huntsman, 
who 
has all the time 
been con- 


coaled within, shoots or spears tho 
animal 
from 
the 
top 
of 
the 


fence, draws his carcass within, so as to 
save it, and opens tho outer door again 
so as to welcome the next visitor. 


When, wolves are plenty, two men or 


more in one of these pens have a very 
busy time for a number of days, and are 
scarcely able to slaughter or skin tho 
animals as fast as they would like to rush 
in unconsciously to their death. It not 
unfroquently happens that the men aro 
kopt in these pens for a number of Jays 
at a time, being unable to get out on ac- 
count of the wolves which surround 
thorn, and would tear them to pieces the 
moment they made their appearance. The 
only thing for the men to do undersuoh 
circumstances is to consider themselves 
in a state of siege and to keep on trap- 
ping and slaughtering until the animals, 
starved out aud disappointed, abandon 
thi'ir position and skuny oft' to another 
part of tho country.—Boston Commer- 
ciiil Bulletin.

The Hogs. 


It is a trille early yet to think of pro 


dieting what the corn crop will be, foi 
although the season has thus far been sc 
unpropitioi'.s, iu many large.sections O- 
the west it is not unusual to get a very 
satisfactory crop, even when tha planting 
has been done after the middle of June 
But appearances certainly indicate thai 
the crop will be far below the average 
and if that shall prove to be true, it means 
that pork will be high. 
It, therefore, bo 


hooves our swine breeders to do all with 
in thoit- power to reap whatever advan- 
tage there may bo promised. During: the 
summer it costs little to kuop the liog.s 
growing and improving, and a little extra 
cure to that end, always profitable, is 
doubly so when prices for hog products 
promise to be above the average. Ono 
of tho beauties of keeping hogs is thai 
tho animal'consumes almost anything 
that is ottered it. It is a mill that grind's 


1 tho refuse of the farm into value, and 


very much that the hog eats, would be 
thrown.'away and wholly lost, if it wa: 
not thus fed.. Therefore, although the 
corn may be short and the price corro 
spondingly high, swine may bo kopt 
growing, of course, without it! and they 
may get considerable of their fat from 
t'ood that is worthless for other purposes. 
Thus the refuse of the farm, under such 
peculiarly favorable circumstances, wiO 
be made worth a groat deal, .and may 
make tho cost of pork production, even 
if corn shall bo high, comparatively mod 
erate. 


When corn is high, of course it is do- 


sirablo to get our hogs into market as 
soon as possible, and it will aid us to do 
this by leaving as little for the corn to do 
as possible; in other words, lot the .hog 
have every advantage which the season 
naturally gives, and see that nothing is 
wasted which nothing else but tho hog 
will profitably consume. 
Hog raisers 


seom to be greatly favored just now. We 
hear very little of sickness among swine. 
There has seldom boon so little com- 
plaint in that respect as for the last sev- 
eral months. 
This apparent freedom 


from disease, however, should not in- 
duce swino breeders to be careless of tho 
health of their hogs. Human beings 
ward olT disease by carefully protecting 
themselves, koepingthemselvesfreofrom 
contaminating 
influences, 
regulating 


their diet and keeping cleanly. Animals 
must bo treated similarly if wo would 
keen thorn in health. 
If the advice that 


we have given, to help the hogs grow- 
ing, 
were more generally obeyed we 


should have loss " hog cholera." In- 
sf(>ad of building up ono part of the ani- 
mal to tho neglect of another part, we 
should then succeed in getting a sym- 
metrical development. 
The animal 


would bo strong enough to bear the t'at- 
tenning process without injury. 
The 


hog should have clean, healthy sur- 
rounding, or it will be a marvel if it 
keeps in health. 
It shoul 1, also, oven 


in apparent health have an occasional 
doso of charcoal. That will not only do 
it good by imparting carbon to the blood 
but it will absorb tho injurious gases of 
the system, which are often the specific 
poisons that breed disease. There is 
nothing in this world .that is so good for 
the health of swino as charcoal,—West- 
ern Ifitral. 


Food in Tinned Cans. 


It is stated by Prof. Helmer, In tho 


London La:i.cct, that tin, even when 
quilepiire. is much more readity attacked 
by canned articles oE food than is com- 
monly supposed. He has made an ex- 
amination of a largo number and a groat 
variety of such canned goods, finding 
tin in comparatively large quantities in 
nearly all of the samples examined. 
Thus, in the lino of acid fruits, as peaches 
and cherries, tho metal was found cor- 
ro-lod to an alarming extent. 
Meats, 


and even condensed milk, had taken up 
aud become contaminated with sensible 
quantities of the metal. A can of soup 
showed the presence of one-half grain 
of tin to the pound; one of condensed 
miik, one-eighth of a grain; and a can 
of oysters, about seven-tenths of a grain 
to the pound. Prof. Helmer, continuing 
his examinations in this line ascertained 
that soda-water, aud all other varieties 
of aerated beverages which fell under 
his observations, and which were cou- 
uuctod through tinned pipes, conuiin«d 
appreciable quantitiea aE tin,

That the polls shall bo kopt open from :iinc 
o'clock in the forenoou until eigiit o'clock in 
the afternoon, of said day.

tho special election ordered above by 
publishing said order iu the Daily Ga- 
zette until the day ot election, and that 
the printing committee provide the necj 
essary poll books aud tickets.

From that 
time, Ijowevtr, the market steadily rallied, tho 
oarly decline was recovered, and tho market 
CiOsed at higher prices than Tuesday. Tho

Between. 11 and ]2 o'clock, when large 
amounts of long stock . woru marketed, tho 
leading operators took advantage of thc de- 
pression to purchase cheaply, and the comuiis- 
Bion houses were flooded with orders from in- 
vestors who han been waiting for just such an 
opportunity as presented itself to acquire stock. 
Indeed the demand from this source did much 
to 
change tho temper of tho 
dealings. 


Throughout tho afternoon orders for stock* 
continued to pour in, and prices advanced 
froml to (1 points. It was stated that promi- 
nent officials of 'ho Itock Island and tlir Chi- 
cago & Northwestern roads left Chicago to- 
day for Now York, and that upon their arrival 
ill this city., inference of tho representa- 
tives of tho granger roads will DO held, 
with a view of tormiuatrjg the railroad 
war. 
The Windsor hotel 
was crowded 


to-night with brokers and speculators dis- 
cussing tho day's market and tho railroad war. 
The general opinion was that the war was 
hardly moro than begun, and that it wotild bo 
a long time before it was adjusted in a satis- 
factory way. Tho rumor that the treasury 
was going to relievo tho tight money r.iarke"'. 
here did not gain much credence up" town, as 
it was thought that in the first place the mar- 
ket ag yet did not warrant that step, and 
again that the treasury would not interfere till 
all other means had been tried. 
Jay Gould, in. a talk with a reporter, said he 


thought the decline in stocks had gone further 
than anv element iu the situation would war- 
rant. The uneasy feeling as to what the pol- 
icy of tho government might bo with regard 
to the management of tho public treasury had 
arisen, and this uneasiness had resulted in 
calling loans to a large extent, whioh necessi- 
tated extensive linuidation. For hia own part 
had not bcen.purchasing mocks until within the 
past week, but was now buying and should 
continue to buy stocko to hold, as they were 
cheap enough to pay a good return for those 
who could take, care of them. 
Gould said the 


product of the southwest this year was very 
large, and the business situation highly en- 
couraging.

In the south- 
east tho railroad rates are being maintained 
and tho roads doing :i good business. There 
is a heavy immigration, and a large number of 
people are going in by the New Orleans itGal- 
veston. 


Speaking of iho iron troubles Gould said the 


chief difficulty was in ri'gard to the Bessemer 
steel industry, which had a capacity for a 
much greater supply iliun the presem'railroad 
buililhig of the country demanded. The iron 
interest was not depressed, and he uiulcratood 
it lobe doing fairly wull. The Vulcan Slei-l 
works at ht.. Louis would nrobably shut down 
partially until they could adjust their differ- 
ences with their laborers, but there was a de- 
mand that would keep tho mills running, if not 
full time, partially, ut least. 


Keeno was interviewed on tiie speculative 


situation, aud did not hu.-iitr.te to say ho 
thought it absurd to tall; stocks down after the 
decline that.had been witr.essed, and with the 
railroads earning such enormous amounts as 
fit proaont. He conlidently expressed the be- 
lief that an era. of butler" days was nbotit lo 
dawn for tho holders of stock."
